Kinston receives new fire truck 
through efforts of state agencies 


The people in the small south 
Alabama town of Kinston are feel- 
ing grateful and a lot safer these 
days, thanks to a little investigative 
work and the Alabama Dept. of Ec- 
onomic and Community Affairs. 

The town's volunteer fire depart- 
ment is now able to add a second 
fire engine which will not only im- 
prove the department's fire protec- 
tion capability, but will also lower 
fire insurance costs for property 
owners, 

Kinston officials were able to 
purchase the fire truck for a fraction 
of its open market value because 
ADECA recently became a clearing 
house for good, used fire protection 
equipment. 

Staff members of ADECA's 
Planning and Economic Develop- 
ment Division were asked to locate 
a fite engine for Kinston. They had 
to travel all the way to upstate New 


York before they found a truck that 
matched Kinston's needs. The Fish- 
kill, New York, fire department was 
willing to sell its reliable used 
pumper directly to Kinston, 

Lawrence Thornell of ADECA 
said, "By using ADECA's service, 
Kinston was able to purchase the 
truck for $5,000. This type of fire 
vehicle easily could have brought 
up to $30,000 on the open mar- 
ket."cording to Chief Jimmy Dau- 
gherty of the Kinston Fire Depart- 
ment, "We're looking forward to the 
new truck's arrival. This pumper 
will certainly upgrade the town's 
fire protection and help reduce the 
high cost of fire insurance for area 
residents. "

J. Doug Kendrick, Barry Giles and 
Doris Matthews were appointed to 
4 year terms while Eddie Kelley, 
Chester Hammond and Myma Cow- 
en were named to 2-year terms. 

Winston Brunson reviewed the 
annual city audit for the period end- 
ing October 1, 1988, and noted the 
report was gencrally good with cur- 
rent assets up on $2760 but current 
expenses down by a whopping 
$45,000. He noted that fixed assets 
are up over $108,000, 

Brunson pointed out to council 
members that the net income was 
up by $109,000 but he hastened to 
explain that $85,000 of that was 
due to the refinancing of an FHA 
loan that was discounted at a good 
savings to the city. 

Brunson offered to meet with 
any members of the council who 
needed further details on any portion 
of the budget. 

The council heard a recommenda- 
tion from the Planning and Zoning 
Board for approval of a request by J. 
Doug Kendrick for the rezoning 
from R-1 to B-1 of property be- 
tween Claxton and Carnley Street, 
facing Collier St. (from SouthTrust 
Bank to Claxton Ave.) The council 
approved the change. 

A contract for $2,000 was ap- 
proved with the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce. The chamber will pro- 
vide certain services to the city. The 
money will be paid in equal quarter- 
ly payments. 

Larry Wicker was approved as a 
police officer with the City of Elba. 
Chief Freddie Hanchey said he had 
already been to the academy and this 
would put the department to full 
Strength. 

The council authorized Mayor 
Fred Moore to negotiate a contract 


with Peter & Mitchell to oversee 
work on a federally funded drainage 
project approved for the city. This 
firm had drawn the plans for the 
grant application at no charge to 
Elba. 

Another grant got action as city 
officials approved a resolution con- 
cerning a recreation grant approved 
for work at the river. This includes 
filling in of the old pool. The grant 
is for $10,000 and will be matched 
by $8,000 in cash and $2,000 in 
kind (or work by city crews). 

Bids were opened on recreation 
equipment and the council voted to 
take the lowest bids that met speci- 
fications after review by the recrea- 
tion director. 

The council tabled any action on 
the need to spend about $5,000 at 
the sewer lagoon to qualify Elba as 
a Prepared City. The addition would 
be to measure the volume of waste 
treatment water going through the 
sewer system. 

The former Gunter-Dunn build- 
ing was again a topic of discussion 
and once more the council tabled 
any action "until we can study our 
options.” 

Folsom addressed the council and 
cautioned that the proposed lake 
above Ariton would dry up Pea 
River in Elba. "You will only have 
the water that comes down Beaver 
Dam, White Water and Big Creek", 
Folsom said. 

He also opposed the filling in of 
the old city pool stating it was 
needed for the poor people who 
didn't have a way of getting to the 
new facility. 

The moving of the trash dump 
to the site on the Samson Highway 
also brought criticism from Fol- 
som,

"Arab, in Marshall County, 
was originally to be named Arad, 
for the son of the community's first 
postmaster. When post office offi- 
cials mistook the handwritten ‘d' for 
'b' in the application, the communi- 
ty went down in Alabama history 
as something else entirely.” 

The current issue of Alabama 
Heritage also tracks the work of a 
group of nuns, the Sisters of Mer- 
cy, who organized and ran a hospi- 
tal near Shelby Springs during the 
Civil War; and the career of master 
bridge builder Horace King, a one- 
time slave.

Stand On Lottery 


The Alabama-West Florida Cabi- 
net of the United Methodist Church 
vote unanimously in a meeting on 
Feb, 16 to take a stand against the 
creation of a state lottery. 

The following statement (in 
‘part) signed by both Bishops Knox 
and Hancock spelled out: the 
‘church's stand on this issue: 

"An issue with great moral im- 
plications is before the legislature 
of the State of Alabama. We are 
deeply concerned about it. A bill 
that could lead the way to the crea- 
tion of a state lottery has been in- 
troduced, and while its end is com- 
mendable, the means of achieving it’ 
raise very serious moral implica- 
tions. 

"State government exists to en- 
hance and enrich through legislation 
the quality of life for its people; 
most every citizen would agree with 
that thought. For the state of Ala- 
bama to enter the ‘gambling busi- 
ness’ is hardly consistent with that 
purpose. 

"Our United Methodist Book of 
Discipline states: 'Gambling is a 
menace to society, deadly to the 
best interests of moral, social, eco- 
nomic, and spiritual life, and de- 
structive to good government, 
Christians should abstain from 
gambling and should strive to mini- 
ster to those who are victimized by 
its practice.’ 

"We are in a time when addiction 
is one of the crucial issues in our 
socicty. Surely, those responsible 
for legislation are not unaware that 
gambling is just as addictive to 
some persons as is the development 
of a dependence upon drug substanc- 
es. 

"Gambling can be a developed 
dependence with an individual just 
as vicious and devastating as an ad- 
dictive demand for drug substances, 
That addiction also results in crip- 
pled personal life and tragic social 
evils which are equally as real as 
drug addiction. The results are shat- 
terd lives, deprived family mem- 
bers, and even criminal activity to

What constitutes the 
proper worship today?

Jesus told the woman at the well, "God is a Spirit: and they that worship 
him must worship him in spirit and in truth" (John 4:24). Jesus pointed out 
that there is a "true" worship, and thus there is a “false worship which is 
not acceptable to God. The word worship means, “to prostrate oneself in 
homage, do reverence to, adore," Thus man worships God by prostrating 
himself before God, adoring and reverencing God. God has never tolerated 
the worship of other Gods. Jesus said, "Thou shalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and him only shalt thou serve” (Matt. 4:10). Revelation 22:8-9 point 
out that the worship of angels is forbidden, and Peter teld Comelius that he, 
as a man, was not to be worshipped (Acts 10:25-26). We live under the New 
Covenant, and thus are bound to worship in the manner prescribed by the 
New Testament. 

The New Testament prescribes five avenues of worship for God's follow- 
ers today. One avenue of worship that God has specified for the New Testa- 
ment church is that of singing. "Let the word of Christ dwell in you richly 
in all wisdom: teaching and admonishing one another in psalms, hymns, 
and spiritual songs” (Col. 3:16). Paul also said, “I will sing with the spirit, 
and I will sing with the understanding also" (1 Cor. 14:15). Notice that God 
has specified that the kind of music He wants in worship is singing. A sec- 
ond avenue of worship that the New Testament prescribes is the observance 
of the Lord's Supper. Paul insists on the importance of this act of worship: 
"For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye do show the Lord's 
death till he come" (1 Cor. 11:26). Acts 20:7 tells that the church at Troas 
“came together to break bread" (partake of the Lord's Supper). 

A third act of worship specified in the New Testament is prayer. Luke re- 
porls of the church in Jerusalem, Uiat "They continued stedfasily in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in the breaking of bread, and in 
prayers" (Acts 2:42). We also read that while Peter was in prison, "Prayer 
was made without ceasing of the church unto God for him" (Acts 12:5), A 
fourth act of worship authorized in the New Testament is giving. Paul re- 
minds us that "God loves a cheerful giver" (2 Cor. 9:7), and that we are to 
"lay by in store" on the first day of the week, as God has prospered us (1 
Cor. 16:1-2). The fifth act of worship authorized in the New Testament is 
Bible study, or the teaching of God's word. Acts 2:42 tells us that "They 
continued stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine" (teaching). Our worship must 
include the study of God's Word, as we follow the example of the early 
church, Paul told Timothy, "Preach the word," (2 Tim. 4:2). Thus singing, 
praying, giving, teaching, and the Lord's Supper are the only acts of wor- 
ship authorized for today.

Mrs. Dean Talk About Vegetables 


By Wanda Sasser 

Brr-rr-r- it surely was a cold 
Winter's Day when the Senior Citi- 
zens of Cordelia Street met for their 
weekly get-together at the HRDC 
Building on Feb. 23. 

Our guest was Mrs. Barbara 
Dean, who spoke to us about the 
different kinds of food and their nu- 
tritional value. She displayed many 
products, and gave information on 
their use. 

Her main topic was the use of 
sprouts - the vegetable that "grows 
any place, rivals meats, needs only 
three to five days to be ready to eat, 
needs no soil, no sun, no earth and 
cooks in five minutes or less! 

"All sprouts need is air, mois- 
ture and seed - alfalfa, radish, wheat 
- or whatever; wet the seed good, 
keep in a warm, partly dark place 
and several times a day dampen the 
seed and drain well. After two or 
three dys they will be sprouted; 
place in indirect sun, and in several 
days the sprouts will have color. 

"These sprouts are full of cal- 
cium and living enzymes. 

"The sweet potato - one of the 
most perfect vegetables - is full of 
Vitamin B-12 ,C, D, and iron. 

"Don't, overcook vegetables. 
Whole wheat macaroni and spaghet- 
ti are more nutritious than the 
milled items; as is brown rice." 

Mrs. Dean brought some tofu, 
which is soybean curd. It is very 
bland, but blends well with most 
any sandwich fixings, and we had 
some made of tuna, tofu and alfalfa 
sprouls. 

Arnold Amenda (who raises 
garlic) then spoke to us about garlic 
and its health and nutritional val- 
ues. 

"The existence of garlic has been 
recorded to be longer than that of 
any other condiment," he said, "and 
has been called ‘the stinking rose, 
and the poor man's remedy'.” 

Each of us tried a garlic cocktail 
and it was quite tasty

Historical Harper Home Is Elba Landmark 


The Victorian Harper Home was 
built about 1898 by John B. Harper 
and his wife Martha Alabama Rush- 
ing Harper. It has been occupied 
continuously by members of the 
Harper family.

It was reported that Gilbert had 
worked off and on with the depart- 
ment for several months; however, 
it was mentioned that Gilbert had 
declined to attend the police acade- 
my and it was that fact that appar- 
ently led to the delay in his em- 
ployment. 

The usually routine approval of 
bills for payment hit a slight snag 
when Councilman Frank Britt ques- 
tioned a bill for $34 for changing 
locks and purchasing new keys at 
city buildings. 

Mayor Driskell stated that the re- 
cent tumover in employees had re- 
sulted in a great number of keys be- 
ing lost and the change was needed 
as a security measure.

The group heard reports from the 
Soil Conservation Service (SCS), 
State Senator Foy Covington, con- 
servationists and planning engi- 
neers, 

SCS District Supervisor Charlie 
Harper (who lived in Elba many 
years ago before becoming SCS su- 
pervisor) briefly addressed the bene- 
fits of the project before turning the 
discussion over to Jim Brown for 
more details. 

Brown displayed maps of the 
proposed lake and explained that 
any drawings or estimates of lake 
size and height and location of the 
dam were estimates at this time. He 
explained that until detailed engi- 
neering studies could be made any 
of these were subject to change. 

According to Brown, a dam just 
north of Ariton would impound 
about one-third of the water availa- 
ble from Pea River. He hastened to 
point out that this water could be 
released in regulated amounts to 
benefit all downstream users. 

The Pea River in this area has 
slightly less than a 4-foot-per-mile 
drop, he explained; thus a 30-foot 
high dam would create a lake about 
10 miles long and a mile wide and 
would cover about 5,000 acres of 


William R. Thompson, assistant 
state conservationist, urged the peo- 
ple of the river basin not to polar- 
ize. He strongly suggested that they 
keep an open mind, get all the facts 
about the project. He said his de- 
partment was present to join in and 
find out how the project could help 
the people in the area. He stressed 
the need for clean water and the pos- 
sible benefits this lake could have 
in working toward cleaner water, 

David Lord, planning engincer 
for Alabama Electric Co-op in An- 
dalusia, addressed the group and ex- 
plained the possiblity of installing 
"low-head" generators at the site and 
how it would work if proven practi- 
cal. Lord told Elba Mayor Fred 
Moore that this project could pro- 
vide more usable water to the Elba 
Hydro dam than is now available. 
He said that by regulating the flow 
during heavy rains and dry periods, 
the Elba dam could actually benefit. 

State Senator Foy Covington 
announced that a $200,000 condi- 
tional appropriation had been placed 
in the Alabama General Fund bud- 
get by the Senate and it was now in 
conference committee with the state 
house but he expected it to survive, 
However it would be June of 1990 
before the money could be availa- 
ble. 

Several speakers referred to the 
average rainfall in the river basin 
and classed it as "almost 6 feet". 
They noted that most of this ran off 
and needed to be conserved now and 
even more so in years to come. 

The next mecting will be held 
Arpil 6, 1989, at 2:00 p.m. The 
meeting will be held in the offices 
of South Alabama Electric in Troy. 


Stolen car found

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Police cutbacks discussed 
at New Brockton meeting 


Mayor Jim Driskell, members of 
ihe New Brockton City Council and 
officers in the city's police depart- 
ment met on Tuesday night, Feb.28 
at the New Brockton City Hall to 
discuss recent published reports 
concerning cutbacks in the depart- 
ment. 

City councilman Laymon Tin- 
dol, who serves as the city's police 
commissioner, opened the meeting 
by Stating that the purpose of the 
meeting was discuss the status of 
the department and to clear the air 
on recent reports about cutbacks 
within the department. 

"We have had some changeover 
in the police department recently," 
admitted Tindol, "but the moral in 
the department is now the highest it 
has been in years." 

Tindol remarked that recent pub- 
lished reports in THE ELBA 
CLIPPER questioned the effec- 
tiveness of the department and the 
police department's ability to pro- 
tect its officers and the citizens in 
New Brockton. 

Before Tindol could continue, 
councilman Charles Cole demanded 
to know why Police Chief Gordon 
Lueck was not in attendance. 

"Tam for what is right," declared 
Cole, "and it's not right to discuss 
the police department without the 
chief being here. I talked with the 
chief and he told me he was not 
asked to come to the meeting. It is 
not right. He shouid be present!" 

Tindol answered Cole by stating 
all the officers knew of the meeting 
and insisted that Chief Lueck had 
been contacted. 

Cole again stated he had spoken 
to Chief Lucck and was told no one 
had contacted the chief concerning 
the meeting. 

After assuring everyone present 
that at future meetings all officers 
would be notified, Tindol stated that 
the city had never had a radio dis- 
patcher at work 24 hours a day, sev- 
en days a weck, and that while the 
city's only full-time dispatcher had 
been laid of, the radio was being 
manned by members of the depart- 
ment's auxiliary force and patrol- 
man were in constant contact with 
cither the dispatcher or another 
town. 

While Tindol continued to ques- 
tion the newspaper's claim that no 


dispatcher was on duty, he did admit 
that even with the help of the auxil- 
lary policemen, the police station 
didn't have a dispatcher at the sta- 
uon around the clock, 

Tindol also questioned the claim 
in the newspaper article that the di- 
verter used by the city was not de- 
pendable, 

The diverter is placed on the tele- 
phone when no once is at the police 
station and automatically relays the 
incoming calls to the county or an- 
other city police station. 

While Tindol called the system 
dependable and reported the diverter 
kept the local citizens in touch with 
law enforcement officers, Cole stat- 
ed he had called the station a num- 
ber of times and never had his call 
diverted to another office. 

Tindol and a policeman present 
did admit the system had recently 
undergone repairs and later stated a 
new diverter had been purchase 
when the existing unit was hit by a 
surge from lightning. 

"We have as good a police de- 
partment as we've had in a long 
time,” said Tindol, "and while there 
may be other problems in the city, 
there aren't problems in the police 
department! I resent political and 
personal problems becoming in- 
volved in the police department." 

Councilman Cole remarked the 
problems within the city were 
caused by a lack of communications 
and used the police chiefs absence 
at the meeting as an example. 

"Unity is no accident," said 
Cole, “it is a result of hard work. 
We have to do what is right and to 
do that we must know what is go- 
ing on. The people who elected us 
expect us to know what is happen- 
ing within the city and they have 
that right." 

Mayor Driskell pointed to the fi- 
nancial problems facing the city and 
declared "A lot of the problems in 
the police department will soon be 
going away,” and explained that 
many of the city's financial woes 
could soon be healed. 

Councilman William Goodson 
stated "The city of New Brockton 
has been under a lot of pressure in 
recent months that started back dur- 
ing the election and since then out- 
siders have tried to dig up anything 
they can.” 


Capital murder trial set to 
start March 20 in Elba 


The capital murder trial of a 
Georgia man accused in connection 
with the 1985 murder of a rural 
Coffee County resident will go to 
trial on March 20 at 9:00 a.m. at 
the Coffee County courthouse, in 
Elba. 

Timothy David Stubbs, age 20, 
of Manchester, Georgia, is charged 
in connection with the July 25, 
1985 kidnapping, robbery, murder- 
for-hire and murder of James Edward 
Nelson, age 55, a resident of the 
Antioch Community. 

During his arraignment last 
week in Pike County, Stubbs ap- 
plied for juvenile status; however, 
the application was denied because 
the Alabama Court of Appeals had 
previously upheld Judge Gary McA- 
liley's ruling that the accused be 
tried as an adult. 


On July 25, 1985, Nelson was 
reponedly abducted from his home 
by iwo youths hired by Easton Dar- 
ris Mullis, allegedly due to jealous- 
ly over the fact that Nelson's es- 
tranged wife was living with 
Nelson. 

Nelson's body was found under 
the Conecuh River Bridge by a 
pulpwood crew seven hours after 
the abduction and it was later re- 
vealed the victim had been shot in 
the head. 

According to testimony in earlier 
hearings, the two confessed to kill- 
ing Nelson for $10,000. 

Stubbs, now serving a nine-year 
sentence for his Feb.22, 1986 es- 
cape from the Coffee County jail, 
could face a possible death sentence 
or life without parole if convicted
